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REIGN OF ANARCHY MARKS RULE 
| 
OF THE BOLSHEVIKI IN RUSSIA 


World May Never Know What Toll in Death and Misery the Lenine- 
Trotzky Regime Has Brought to Russia— Declare War on 
Humanity by Sending Missionaries to Spread Anar­ 
chistic Teachings in Other Countries.

Itus>its whs the great un kn own quan ­ 
tity in world affair* when the peace 
Con feren ce started its session In Paris. 
Was the gian t of n ation s, with Its 18 0,- 
OUO.OOO people, rotten to the core with 
-the an archistic doctrin es of the bol- 
shevists, or was there a soun d fabric 
In the gigan tic ex-autocracy on which 
a future state govern men t could he 
built? 
Amon g the American members of the 
peace delegation the belief was held 
that Russia was n ot en tirely corrupted 
with the teachin gs of Len in e an d Trot­ 
zky . the bolshevik leaders. It was be­ 
lieved that Petrograd an d Moscow, the 
large cities of Russia, were the worst 
cen ters of an archism, but that the 
great public of Russia were fast tir­ 
in g of a regime thMt gave them on ly 
promises an d withheld food an d put 
In dustry in to a state of stagn ation . 
Th« Te were 25 other pofitical groups 
in Russia that opposed Len in e an d 
Trotzky , an d from these cliques it 
was hoped that some program could be 
developed to the satisfaction of Rus­ 
sia's people, as well as the peace con ­ 
feren ce, a program that would rejuve­ 
n ate Russia an d be the mean s of en d­ 
in g the so-called bolshevik govern men t 
in Petrograd that was en deavorin g to 
sway , n ot on ly Russia, but the whole 
world as well. 
Declare War on Human ity . 
For Len in e an d Trotzky , with their 
immediate followers, had declared w ar 
on hum an ity ; had open ly an n oun ced 
it was their in ten tion to sen d bolshe­ 
vik mission aries to ail civilized n a­ 
tion s to preach fair words an d if pos­ 
sible in troduce reign s of terror in all 
the civilized n ation s. This threat was 
n ot taken too seriously by the allied 
peace delegation in Paris. But it was 
admitted that preachmen t of ultrarad­ 
ical doctrin es durin g the try in g period 
of world demobilisation was an extra 
evil that should be discouraged. 
No 
added burden should be placed on a 
world en deavorin g to return to the 
way s of peace, particularly when it 
was defin itely kn own that the bolshe­ 
vik doctrin es, as preached, were en ­ 
tirely diffectfiii from the same maxims , 
as practiced. 
Russia’s plight was the 


! sia. but mon ey in to their own coffers. 
They saw more mon ey for themselves 
In In troducin g their doctrin es In to for­ 
eign lan ds. They , in short, had made 
a pay in g busin ess of revolution . 
As for Russia, the methods adopted 
by the Len in e-Trotxky crowd were in ­ 
fin itely worse in ty ran n y an d autoc­ 
racy than un y thin g officials of the czar 
had ever in flicted on the.lon g-sufferin g 
population . 
Starvation was made in to a weapon 
by which con verts were created for the 
bolshevik cause. The food supply of 
Petrograd an d Moscow was sy stemat­ 
ically limited, curtailed un til people 
who did n ot open ly support Len in e 
an d Trotzky , or work in the so-called 
state factories, or Join the Red Guard 
in its bloody atrocities, were actually 
starved to death, but to the Red Guard, 
an d men an d women workin g for the 
bolshevik autocrats, food an d mon ey 
were supplied in some abun dan ce. 
In formation con cern in g Petrograd 
usually came to Paris, an d to the 
American peace delegation , from Amer­ 
ican s of Russian descen t who mao- 
aged to escape from Russia. 
The 
stories these Russlan -American s told 
surpassed stories of the Fren ch revo­ 
lution in 1793. an d that revolution , un ­ 
til 19 19 , was the high-water mark in 
bloody episodes of modern times. 
It was fairly well authen ticated, for 
In stan ce, that the starvin g people of 
Petrograd, in some cases at least, re- 
. verted to can n ibalistic practices, so 
great was the urge of hun ger. 
The 
shootin g of in n ocen t people in the 
! streets by members of the Red Guard 
! became such an old story that it was 
n o lon ger n ews. 
If the cost of livin g was high in 
other parts of Europe it was possible 
for workin g people to earn a livin g ih 
| Fran ce, En glan d an d Italy an d have 
| sufficien t food. 
But in Russia the 
| govern men t of Len in e developed a set

When starvation threaten ed to pro-

‘ Moscow’, Len ln e’s govern men t san c­

Reign of Terror. 
All the while an an n y of 200,000 
outcome of admittin g bolshevik ml» - men (the Red Guard) committed acts 
sion aries, brin gin g ruin for Russia an d 
en richmen t to Len in e an d Trotzky an d 
their Immediate followers. 
Before the war had actually en ded 
the bolshevik mission aries were start­ 
in g on their erran ds of “education ." 
Amply provided with gold or securi­ 
ties dozen s of these revolution aries 
were apprehen ded when en deavorin g 
to pass fron tiers leadin g In to allied 
territory . 
Men attached to the American peace 
delegation in Paris were familiar with 
the workin gs of the bolshevik ma­ 
chin e. Our officials had fairly adequate 
re|K>rts on what was takin g place in 
Russia, especially in Petrograd an d 
Moscow, an d after watchin g the bol­ 
shevik regime for more than a y ear 
kn ew that there was on ly on e method 
by which the bolsheviki could perpet­ 
uate their existen ce. 
That was by 
spreadin g revolution an d n ot by con ­ 
ductin g a govern men t, for as admin ­ 
istrators of govern men t the bolsheviki 
had proven their utter in capacity . 
Brought Ruin to Russia. 
They had brought ran k ruin to Rus-

Trotzky & Ca, specialists In the ruin a­ 
tion of n ation s. Trotzky , with his plan , 
won over Len in e, Just after the Ger­ 
man s severed con n ection with the so­ 
viets.

Wortd May Never Know What ToH in Death and Misery the Lenine- 


Trofeky Regime Has Brougnt! to Russia—Declare War on 
'' 
Humanity by Sending Missionaries to Spread Anar- 


chistic Teachings hi Other Countries.

Russia' wag the great unknown quan- 


tity In world affairs when the fceace 
conference started its session In Paris. 
Was the giant of nations, with Its 180,- 
000,000 people, rotten to the core with 
.the anarchistic doctrines of the bol. 
ehevlsts, or was there a sound fabric 
in the gigantic ei-autocracy on which 
» future state government could be 
built? 
k 


Among the American members of the 


peace delegation the belief was held 
that Russia was not entirely corrupted 
with the teachings of Lenine and Trot- 
«ky, the bolshevik leaders. It was be> 
lleved that Petrograd and Moscow, the 
large cities of Russia, were the worst 
centers of anarchism, but that the 
great public of Russia were fast tir- 
ing of a regime that gave them only 
•|>ronilses and withheld food and put 
industry Into a state of stagnation. 
There were 25 other pofltica! groups 
in Russia that opposed Lenine and 
Trbtzky, and from these cliques it 
was hoped that some program could be 
developed to. the satisfaction of Hug- 
sin's people, as well as the peace con- 
ference, a program that would rejuve- 
nate Russia and be the means of end- 
Ing the so-called bolshevik government 
In Petrograd that was endeavoring to 
sway, not only Russia, but the whole, 
world as well. 


Declare War en Humanity. 


• For Lenine and Trotzky, with their 
immediate followers, had declared war 
on -humanity; hud openly announced 
it was their intention to send bolshe- 
vik missionaries to all civilized 
tions to preach fair words and if pos- 
sible Introduce reigns of terror in all 
the civilized nations. This threat was 
not taken too seriously by the allied 
peace delegation In Paris. But It was 
admitted that preachment of ultrarad- 
ical doctrines during the trying period 
of world demobilization was an extra 
evil that should be discouraged. No 
added burden should be placed on a 
world endeavoring to return to the 
ways of peace, particularly when it 
was definitely known that the bolshe- 
vik jdoctrines, as preached, were en- 
tirely diffessot-ftwarOie same maxims 
as practiced. Russia's plight was the 
outcome., of-admitting bolshevik: mis- 
sionaries, bringing ruin for Russia and 
enrichment to Lenine and TrotzVy and 
their Immediate followers. 


Before the war had actually ended 


the bolshevik missionaries were start- 
ing on their errands of "education." 
Amply provided with gold or securi- 
ties dozens of these revolutionaries 
were apprehended when endeavoring 
to pass frontiers leading Into allied 
territory.

Our officials bad fairly adequate 
reports on what was taking place in 
Russia, especially in Petrograd and 
Moscow, and after watching the bol- 
ahevik regime' for more than a year 
knew that there was only one method 
by which the bolshevik! could perpet- 
uate their existence. That was by 
spreading revolution and not by con- 
ducting a government, for as admin- 
istrators of government the bolshevik! 
bad popven their utter incapacity.

:. As for Russia, die methods adopted 
by the Lenine-Trotzlcy crowd were In- 
finitely worse in tyranny and autoc- 
racy than-anything officials of the czar 
had ever Inflicted on the.loag-suffering 
population. 
: Starvation was made Into a weapon 
by which converts were created for the 
bolshevik cause. The food supply of 
Petrograd and Moscow was systemat- 
ically limited, curtailed until people 
.Who did not openly support Lenine 
and Trotzky, or work In the so-called 
state factories, or join the Red Guard 
in its bloody atrocities, were actually 
starved to death, but to the Red Guard, 
and men and women working for the 
bolshevik autocrats, food and money 
were supplied In some abundance. 


Information concerning Petrograd 


usually came to Paris, and to the 
American peace delegation, from Amer- 
icans of Russian descent who man- 
aged to escape from Russia. 
The 


stories these Russian-Americans told 
Surpassed stories of the French revo- 
lution in 1798, and that revolution, un- 
til 1919. was the high-water-marie in 
bloody episodes of modern times. 


It. was fairly well authenticated, for 


instance, that the starving people of 
Petrograd, in some cases at least, re- 
verted to cannibalistic practices, so 
treat was the urge of hunger. The 
shooting of innocent people in the 
streets by members of the Red Guard 
became such an old story that it was 
no longer news. 


If the cost of living was high in 


other parts of Europe it was possible 
for working people to earn B living in 
France, England and Italy and -have 
sufficient food. 
But in Russia the. 


government of Lenine developed a set 
o'f conditions that made living an Im- 
possibility for a large section of the 
population in the cities. 


When starvation threatened to pro- 


duce serious .rioting In Petrograd or 
Moscow, Lenlne's government sanc- 
tioned the distribution of just enough 
food to take the edge off the temper 
Of the crowd.. 
: 
Feign of Terror. 


, All the while an army of 200.000 
men (the Red Guard) committed acts 
of terrorism In an effort to maintain 
bolshevik supremacy and prevent a 
counter-revolution. The army was 
built around 20,000 to 30,000 Lettish 
sharpshooters and 8,000 Chinese mer- 
cenaries who were the only faithful 
elements in these troops. The re- 
mainder of the 200,000 members in the 
Red Guard were admittedly sick of the 
whole business and only prevented 
from returning to their homes by the 
knowledge that once out of the army 
three meals a day would become a 
thing of the past. 


To half of .the army food was the 


only thine demanded of the govern- 
ment. The remaining 90 per cent—the 
older men—were not content with 
promises and food, but also demanded 
some money. So Lenine and Trotzky 
allowed these soldiers a wage of 000 
rubles monthly. 
; This Red Guard was the force with 
which 
the 
all-Russian 
committee 


against revolution prevented any other 
party coming into power. There were 
26 political groups all told that were 
anxious to grab the reins of govern- 
ment, but the Red Guard, acting on. 
orders of the all-Russlan committee, 
wreaked bloody vengeance on any 
clique that endeavored to make Itself 
heard. 
• When the peace conference proposed 
calling a meeting of delegates of ail 
Russian parties to be held on Princes 
Island in the sea of Marmora, near 
Constantinople, it was definitely known 
In Paris that the great body of the 
Russian public was sick and tired of 
bolshevik rule, and that the interior 
of Lenlae's soviet system of govern- 
ment had started to crumble.' It was 
a condition of the Princes island meet- 
ing that military enterprises of the 
botehevikl should be stopped. It was 
the idea of the American section of the 
peace conference to encourage a truce 
between the clashing Russian elements 
—for the sake of Russia's people. 


Turn to Germany. 


Lenine had a vision of the hand- 


writing on the wall—of the downfall of 
his autocracy—when Germa'ny broke 
diplomatic relations with Petrograd. 
But Trotzky. partner in most of Le- 
nlne's plans, put forward a scheme of 
perpetuating the Russian rale of ter- 
ror.

tire agricultural area is to be -dis- 
tributed between the working people 
free of payment. 


"All banks are henceforth property 


of the state.

"A Red army of workmen and peas- 


ants Is to be formed to maintain or- 
der. All loans to the czar's govern- 
ment by the bourgeoisie (merchants, 
bankers and professional men) are 
to be cancelled." 


These regulations, given out as offi- 


cial proclamations In Petrograd, were 
but the beginning of the bloody bolshe- 
vik regime.
